ST. I0UIS, MO. The UFO 
Study Group of Greater St. 
Louis met at 2:00 PM Sun¬ 
day, September 8, 1991. 
President John Schroeder 
welcomed members and guest 
to the first meeting of 
the 1991-1992 season and 
gave a brief outline of 
topics and speakers for 
forthcoming meetings. 

The first order of bus¬ 
iness was the Election of 
Officers for 1991-92. A 
slate of proposed officers 
was read to the attendees. 
There being no additions 
or deletions, voting took 
place and the following 
were elected unanimously:

Equip¬ 
ment that will be used in 
future space expeditions 
will be tested there as 
well as microbial, plant 
and animal life forms that 
could possibly be found 
living in a similar envi¬ 
ronment on Mars. The vid¬ 
eo we saw was taped at NA¬ 
SA Lewis Research Center 
on MArch 20, 1900 and 
presented by Richard C. 
Hoagland. Chief Field In¬ 
vestigator Dave Rapp in¬ 
formed us that the latest 
computer techniques and 
equipment were used to an¬ 
alyze all the data collec-

ST. CHARLES/ MO: On Sept¬ 
ember 17th, the St. Char¬ 
les UFO Research Caimittee 
met at 7 FM in the City 
Hall Building. Seme upda¬ 
ted flyer information con¬ 
cerning the upcoming "SHOW 
ME UPO/IAC Conference III" 
was passed out to a group 
of about 12. Bruce Wida¬ 
man chaired the meeting 
and chose for the evenings 
programing a video con¬ 
taining three programs. 

The first program was 
fran the cable channel A&E 
or Arts and Entertainment. 
It was titled "REASONABLE 
DOUBT: The John F. Kennedy 
Assassination." 

The shows producers 
took us back to November 
22/ 1963 in Dallas Vsxas 
with the standard help of 
an 8irm film shot by Abra¬ 
ham Zabruder (Copyright 
LMH Co.?) for the review¬ 
ing of the gunshots and 
the surrounding area. For 
those who either didn't 
know or don't renonher, 
Texas Governor Connally 
was riding in the front of 
the limousine and as a re¬ 
sult of the injuries he 
suffered fran the assass¬ 
ination, questions were 
presented that drastically 
dispute the findings of 
the Warren Ccmnission, the 
group assigned to head up 
the investigation of the 
assassination. 

The Warren Ccmnission, 
named for the nan charged 
with the investigation. 
Chief Justice Vterren, 
stated that three shots 
were fired fran the 6th 
floor window of the Vsxas 
School Depository, which 
was a building just yards 
fran where Kennedy and 


Connally were hit. Presi¬ 
dent John F. Kennedy was 
to have been hit by two 
bullets, one entering the 
back of the neck and exit¬ 
ing the front of the 
throat, and the fatal one 
to the back of the head. 
The bullet going through 
the neck and throat of 
President Kennedy is also 
said to be the one to have 
struck Governor Connally 
in the back, through the 
front of the chest, to his 
left wrist and into Conna- 
lly's left leg. This be¬ 
came known as the "Single 
Bullet Theory." Even then 
the Warren Cormission had 
it's critics about their 
findings. 

In the program we are 
introduced to several 
people who have researched 
this theory and the Warren 
Carmission's report to 
find several key flaws. 
We met Forensic Patholo¬ 
gist Dr. Cyril W. Wecht, 
Photo Qptics Technician, 
Robert Groden and Kennedy 
Assassination researcher, 
Mr. Harold Weisberger. 
The Single-Bullet Theory 
is tom to shreds where 
the single bullet was not. 

The Warren Carmission's 
evidentiary Exhibit #399 
was a bullet found on an 
unidentified stretcher at 
Parkland Hospital where 
both Kennedy and Connally 
were taken after the shoo¬ 
ting. This bullet is the 
ONLY piece of evidence to 
possibly link Lee Harvey 
Oswald to having killed 
Kennedy. The flaw in the 
evidence Exhibit #399 is 
that it is 98% FLAWLESS. 
After dozens of experimen¬ 
tal firings fran a bolt 
action gun like the one 
offered as the murder wea¬ 
pon, NOT ONE BULLET came 
out unscathed in shape 
like Exhibit #399. These 
experiments included fir¬ 
ing same caliber bullet as 
#399 into the chests of 


dead goats and the wrists 
of hunen cadavers. All of 
these bullets came out 
with sane sort of drastic 
shape change. It was 
impossible for Exhibit 


#399 to have been the 
bullet to have penetrated 
Kennedy's neck, throat, 
Connally's back, chest. 
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Face on Mars 

ted from Mars and brought 
to us on this video. 

Hoagland said that re¬ 
sults from the unmanned 
Viking mission to Mars 
some 15 years ago were 
very ambiguous and we are 
still not sure of there 
are microbes living on 
Mars today. There were 
60/000 pictures taken on 
this mission and sone of 
the information in this 
video has been taken and 
analyzed from those pic¬ 
tures/ including the now 
famous "Face On Mars". 
Seme people say this 
"face" is a result of a 
play of light and shadows 
while others believe it is 
a specifically created 
monument of sane type that 
is meant to tell us some¬ 
thing. Sane say the face 
looks like a monkey face, 
but others see it more as 
the face of Homo erectus. 
The next mission to Mars 
in 1992-93 will investi¬ 
gate "the face" further 
with the latest camera 
equipment which is capable 
of taking photos many ti¬ 
mes sharper than the last 
pictures. The next mis¬ 
sion to Mars will hopeful¬ 
ly test the hypothesis 
that there is life of sane 
kind on Mars, even though 
Mars seems to be inhospit¬ 
able to human intelligent 
life as we know it. 

Vfe were originally lo¬ 
oking for microbial bac¬ 
terial life forms on Mars 
but as Carl Sagan said/ 
"Mars has some surprises." 
Imaging experts working on 
the Viking pictures first 
saw the face. Further im¬ 
provements showed not only 
symetry but details such 
as teeth in the mouth and 
facial constructs. These 
experts scanned through 
tens of thousands of data 
base and said there was no 
image of the face there, 
but on orbit 70, which was 
taken at a higher sun an¬ 


gle, the face appeared and 
was symetrical and could 
not be your average trick 
of light and shadows. It 
is evident, however, that 
the questions cannot be 
resolved in just looking 
at these pictures. 

Hoagland said he got a 
better set of prints in 
1982. He said he believed 
that whoever did this had 
a purpose and we need ex¬ 
perts to approach it seri¬ 
ously and come to a ra¬ 
tional conclusion. Mathe¬ 
matical analyses indicate 
that this face is one mile 
long and 1500 feet high. 
There is a three dimen¬ 
sional symetry with the 
eyebrow, ridge of the 
cheek and chin. The im¬ 
plications are off scale. 
It was felt that whoever 
did this face may have 
done other things that 
might be found on other 
frames with careful inspe¬ 
ctions and imaging. Sub¬ 
sequently, further study 
has turned up a number of 
interesting landmarks such 
as a grouping of four im¬ 
mense pyramidal structures 
located at 90 degrees to 
the face. There appears 
to be a structure that is 
a five-sided pyramid, with 
degrees of angles making 
it like a giant Rosetta 
stone. There also seons 
to be an extensive struc¬ 
ture on the rim of a large 
crater. Further, a large 
fort-like prominence app¬ 
ears to the left of the 
great face. If we can get 
only one picture on the 
next Mars mission, we want 
a picture of this fort. 

Hoagland went into a 
great deal of mathanatical 
comparisons of angles be¬ 
tween the various struc¬ 
tures and is convinced 
that redundant geometry 
seons to be the key to 
solving questions about 
these structures on Mars. 
There are mathematical 


similarities between the 
pyramids in Egypt and 
those on Nbrs. He said 
that the Russians are also 
working on this and we may 
be able to work together 
on resolving sane of our 
questions. 

Hoagland says it is in 
our hands to look destiny 
in the face. There is 
real strong evidence that 
there is somebody out 
there and we just may not 
be who we think we are. 

As the meeting came to 
a close, J. L. Palermo 
announced that Harry Jor¬ 
dan, the man who compiled 
the information presented 
in this video, will be a 
speaker at the "Show-Me" 
Conference in October. 

Mr. Jordan came hihgly re- 
conuended by our col¬ 
league, Stanton T. Fried¬ 
man. 

The next UFO Study 
Group meeting will be Oct¬ 
ober 13.

ABSTRACT 

The following report is 
an account of an investi¬ 
gation of sane circular 
areas of depressed aquatic 
plants in a marsh in Mad¬ 
ison County, Illinois. 
They are in sane way a 
part of the mysterious 
circle phenanena that 1 s 
appearing in increasing 
numbers around the world. 
The phenanena can be defi¬ 
ned as any well formed de¬ 
press ioi in vegetation 
with the depressed plants 
lining up in sane general 
pattern such as swirling, 
radiating fran the center 
or other more oanplex pat¬ 
terns. The majority of 
these seans to occur in 
agricultural products such 
as wheat/ barley/ com, 
etc. The most impressive 
exanples are appearing in 
prolific numbers in south¬ 
ern England where new oan¬ 
plex patterns have recent¬ 
ly becone known as picto- 
grams. I believe that 
many of the more canno n 
patterns go unreported 
simply because there is no 
agency known to the public 
to report them to other 
than the police or news 
media which people are 
sanetimes reluctant to 
do. 

CIRCLES 

Oi June 6th Steve, the 
son of the farmer that 
farms my land/ noticed two 
odd areas in a marsh next 
to a wheat field he was 
combining. Clarence/ the 
owner of the farm/ saw 
them a couple of days 
later on the 8th when he 
was oanbining. I found 


out about them on the 16th 
when talking to Clarence 
and only a slight mention 
as I turned to leave. 
Even though Clarence and I 
are business partners and 
he knows I'm very 
interested in the circle 
phenanena he almost missed 
telling me about them. He 
thought they were probably 
caused by wind or a man 
made phenanena such as 
helicopter propeller wash 
and not worth mentioning. 
We immediately drove ac¬ 
ross country over the fre¬ 
shly oaribined wheat to¬ 
wards the circles. When I 
first saw them, I was very 
impressed by their large 
size and I knew I'd be 
spending a lot of time 
trying to figure out who 
or what made them but, at 
the same time, knowing I 
would never really find 
out. 

The circles were 192 
feet apart. One was 40 
feet in diameter and the 
other was 35 feet in dia¬ 
meter. Both had circular 
area of standing grass in 
the centers. The 40 foot 
circle had a seven foot 
center and the 35 foot 
circle had a five foot 
center. One of these even 
had a bird nest with three 
lively birds that didn't 
seen to be harmed in any 
way. The five to six foot 
tall grass was laying ra¬ 
dially away fran the cen¬ 
ter like spokes of a wheel 
with no "swirling" that 
you sometimes see in other 
"crop circles." The pla¬ 
nts were bent approximate¬ 
ly 1^ to 2 inches up fran 
the soil. The plants were 
laying in such a way that 
it would seen that only 
flood water could dupli¬ 
cate such an "in line" 
horizontal flat appear¬ 
ance. 

The first thing you 
think of when you're con¬ 
fronted with sore thing 


like this is the idea that 
"saneone's playing a 
joke." But in this case 
it was easy to see that no 
one had entered the cir¬ 
cles because no trail led 
through the tall grass 
showing where saneone had 
walked through the two and 
three inch deep water and 
no mud could be seen on 
the clean, unbroken, dark 
green leaves that now lay 
flat on a thin layer of 
water. The perimeter also 
had an odd scalloped ef¬ 
fect with intervals of 
grass laying flat where it 
seemed energy dissipation 
was higher then rising in 
angled clumps of 45 degre¬ 
es. It really did seem 
apparent that some sort of 
powerful energy had been 
at work here. 

After measuring and 
taking some pictures, I 
contacted the Illinois 
State MLiseun Botany De¬ 
partment and the local 
Soil Conservation Service 
Office, to find out exact¬ 
ly what type of plant was 
laid down in this marsh. 
Although I received plen¬ 
ty of help, no one could 
give me a positive identi¬ 
fication until the Botany 
Department and the Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois guided me 
to Dr. Carol Lembi, a bot¬ 
anist specializing in aqu¬ 
atic plants, at Purdue Un¬ 
iversity in Indiana. She, 
like everyone else, became 
interested in my story and 
agreed to take a look at 
samples of the plants. 

It's not easy removing 
plants fran the area. The 
water and mud plus the ex¬ 
tremely thick root growth 
makes the job of sample 
taking not sanething you 
want to do everyday. But 
after sending several oan- 
plete plants she was able 
to identify it as Sweet 
Flag (Acorus calamus). It 
is an aquatic plant with 
long sword-like leaves 


that grows in shallow, 
standing water to a height 
of approxinBtely six feet. 
The plants were studied in 
Purdue's Diagnostic Labor¬ 
atory and the Diagnosis 
and Control Recamendation 
Sheet No. 91-2873 I recei¬ 
ved stated: "No primary 
infectious disease organi¬ 
sms were found to be asso¬ 
ciated with the sample 
sulmitted. The root/crown 
areas of the plants were 
healthy, yet appeared to 
have beoi bent by same un¬ 
known phenanena". 

Many of the leaves ex¬ 
hibited an odd rippling 
effect. They looked shri¬ 
veled as if they were in 
the process of drying up 
but were as green as the 
surrounding leaves without 
this effect. Dr. Limbi 
didn't think this was cau¬ 
sed genetically but rather 
fran the environment. We 
can only speculate if the 
same energy that caused 
the plants to lay down 
also caused the rippled 
leaves. 

Dave torler, a friend 
and MUPON Field 

Investigator, was able to 
go up in a plane and tale 
sane video and look for 
other circles. Even 

though we couldn' t see 
them fran the ground, he 
was able to locate two 
more circles in the same 
marsh and oily 175 feet 
away to the | Southeast. 
These two circles neasured 
approximately nine feet 
and 24 feet in diameter 
but were not as impressive 
as the two larger ones. 
They were the same style 
with the grass laid radi¬ 
ally away fran the center 
and with a standing center 
of undisturbed grass. 

They even had the "scall¬ 
oped edges" like the two 
larger circles. These two 
snaller ones were so close 
to each other that they 
almost touched the tips of 









the grass forced away fran 
the center of the other 
circle. 

At this point/ it gets 
interesting and the intel¬ 
ligence factor enters into 
the accumulating data. 

The two new circles are 
also the same type of 
plant as the larger cir¬ 
cles. Sweet Flag grown in 
clumps like the typical 
cattail plants seen in 
most wet land areas. Acc¬ 
ording to Dr. Limbi/ 40 
foot stands of these 
plants would be rare but/ 
of course/ not unknown 
with snaller clumps being 
more normal. I could find 
no other clumps of Sweet 
Flag growing in the irarsh. 
All four stands of this 
plant were affected in the 
same way. This almost 
certainly rules out any 
natural wind phenomenon 
such as down drafts or 
tornados. Wind could not 
select specific plants 
fran groups of other 
plants to blow down in 
precise similar patterns 
and disease had already 
been ruled out. There was 
also a curious effect at 
the edge of the 35 foot 
circle where a large clump 
of eight to nine foot tall 
cattails were growing. Not 
a single cattail plant had 
been knocked down but the 
Sweet Flag plants were 
forced against and between 
the stalks of the cat¬ 
tails. 

A friend/ who is a 
scientist with a PhD in 
Archaeology and a BS de¬ 
gree in Geology, was able 
to cane to the site and 
take core samples and look 
at the geology of this lo¬ 
cation. He was able to 
rule out situations con¬ 
nected with Geology that 
might cause plants to fall 
down. One is the cannonly 
known "Sink Hole" where 
underlying caverns formed 
by water percolating thr¬ 


ough limestone collapse in 
circular formations. The 
other is a closed depres¬ 
sion that has to do with 
glacial moraines and/ if 
conditions are right/ can 
also cause plants to fall 
in a circular pattern/ a 
phenanena he has observed 
himself. 

I went to the local Ag¬ 
ricultural Service Center 
Station. This is where 
farmers sign up for the 
many different government 
programs. I was looking 
for anyone else that may 
have had this same type of 
phenanena happen on their 
farm but didn't have any 
luck. I was able to lo¬ 
cate the circles in their 
aerial crop survey photo¬ 
graphs taken annually. 

The pictures are taken on 
35irm slides and from such 
a great height that all 
you can see are two dots, 
but they are there just 
the same. They did not 
appear in last years sur¬ 
vey picture. These pic¬ 
tures were taken after the 
site was discovered on the 
6th so the discovery time 
wasn't increased. 

Another local govern¬ 
ment office I visited was 
the Soil Conservation Ser¬ 
vice. The scientist I 
spoke with there also ex¬ 
pressed interest as I ex¬ 
plained owr irarsh discov¬ 
eries. In fact/ we were 
there after the usual clo¬ 
sing time discussing what 
natural phenanena might've 
formed these neat and un¬ 
usual circles. After tal¬ 
king at length about any¬ 
thing and everything and 
looking through a few 
books# we ended the hrain- 
storming session without 
an inkling as to what 
might have caused the cir¬ 
cles.

wrist and finally his leg. 

The next flaw in the 
Warren Cannission's test¬ 
imony of evidence was that 
Oswald was the sole sni¬ 
per. This challenge is 
based cn the Bum film fo¬ 
otage and the number of 
frames between Kennedy 
being hit and Oonnally's 
being hit. Ch examina¬ 
tion, it seans that Kenne¬ 
dy was hit by the throat 
bullet on film frame 225 
and that Carnally was hit 
around frames 237 or 238, 
or about 11 frames differ¬ 
ence. The general frames 
per second speed for Stun 
or Super-8 film is 18 
frames per second. With 
11 frames distancing the 
reactions of the shots, 
the critics are assuming 
that there was only 1.6 
seconds between wounds. 
For that to be accurate, 
the film had to be running 
at about 6 or 7 frames per 
second. If the film were 
running at 18 f.p.s., 

there would have to be 29 


frames between hits. This 
is the oily detail that 
confuses me. With only ] 1 
frames between expressions 
of hit, the shots would 
have cane within about .65 
seconds at 18 f.p.s. which 
would strengthen the stand 
point of the critcs. Acc¬ 
ording to expert testimony 
and example, even the best 
trained and capable marks¬ 
man handling the same type 
bolt actioi rifle claimed 
to have been used for ass¬ 
assination could only get 
off two shots in no more 
less than 2.3 seconds. 

There was more intrigu¬ 
ing coverup accusations 
concerning the physicians 
who performed the autopsy 
and their initial findings 
versus their later testi¬ 
mony after being talked to 
by the FBI. Those who 
haven't seen this program 
and are interested in the 
Kennedy assassination 

should mke an effort to 
catch it on A&E or make 
arranganents with Bruce 
Widaman. 

The next program dealt 
with the fateful Space 
Shuttle Challenger. 

According to Robert 
Hotz of the Presidential 
Carmissioi assigned to 
investigate the disaster, 
NASA wewnt to "great 
lengths to prevent the 
real details from getting 
to the investigative 
ccmnission." Two of the 
most blatant misleading 
statanents issued by NASA 
were A) "There was no ex¬ 
plosion. It was aerodyna¬ 
mic forces that hroke the 
shuttle apart." and B) The 
astronauts were oily alive 
2:45 seconds after the 
shuttle hroke up." 

Investigators and att¬ 
orney's for sane of the 
family's contend that NASA 
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Since 1984/ Jordan has 
produced numerous drawings 
and scaled planetary mod¬ 
els of regions on tors as 
photographed by Viking or- 
biters. His work is cred¬ 
ited in the book "The Mon¬ 
ument of ffers/" authored 
by Richard C. Hoagland. 

Jordan's own manuscript 
titled "Mars and Mankind" 
is currently in review for 
publication by fall of 
1992/ just prior to the 
United States and Soviet 
joint missions to Efers. 

Dr. John Brandenberg/ 

Vince DiPietro and Gregory 
Moienaar of ffers Research 
apjreared on "Unsolved My¬ 
steries" in 1989 and 
1990. Their original work 
and findings as iirage spe¬ 
cialists at NASA will be 
presented in context on 
their behalf by Jordan. 

The next scheduled 
speaker is Mr. Ken McCul¬ 
loch. McCulloch is author 
of "Mankind: Citizen of 
the Galaxy." This book 
attenpts to put into per¬ 
spective a much wider view 
of intelligent life in the 
universe that traditional¬ 
ly accepted. The facts 
researched by McCulloch 
provide weighty evidence 
that extraordinary events 
happened on this planet 
thousands of years ago. 

McCulloch has the unique 
ability to look at history 
as a process/ not just an 
event. He pulls together 
many events/ megalithic 
constructions and symbolo¬ 
gy from around the world 
to help us understand 
their cormunalities. 

After the scheduled two 
hour lunch/ the afternoon 
takes up with speaker Stan 
Gordon of Keckburg Penn¬ 
sylvania . Gordon's organ¬ 
ization is known as PASU 
(Pennsylvania Association 
for the Study of the Uhex- 
plnined). Gordon is a 
leading authority on the 
Ke^ ksburg/ PA investiga¬ 
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ference, Mr. John Schuess- 
ler/ former Missouri State 
Director for Missouri 
MUFON and currently serv¬ 
ing as Deputy Director 
for MJFON. 

Schuessler has been in¬ 
volved as a researcher and 
investigator for many 
years and is currently a 
consultant for cases in¬ 
volving medically-related 
effects from UFO encoun¬ 
ters. He is the primary 
investigator of the famous 
Chsh/Landran case (1980 
Texas). 

Schuessler is enployed 
by McDonnell Douglas As¬ 
tronautics as a technical 
manager in space shuttle 
engineering support at the 
Johnson Space Center in 
Houston. He received his 
Bachelors of Science in 
Mechanical Engineering at 
the Uhiversity of Illi¬ 
nois. Schuessler is also 
a Fellow in the British 
Interplanetary Society and 
was the first President of 
the UFO Study Group of 
Greater St. Louis. 

The diversity of speak¬ 
ers promises delivery of a 
well rounded conference 
with something of interest 
for all who attend.

The airing of 
his segment resulted in 
over 100 calls frcm people 
offering additional infor¬ 
mation on the sighting. 

Following up Gordon' s 
talk on crash retrieval 
will be Stanton T. Fried¬ 
man. Friedman received an 
M5 degree in Physics frcm 
the Uhiversity of Chicago 
in 1956. For fourteen 
years he worked on the de¬ 
velopment of a wide vari¬ 
ety of classified advanced 
nuclear propulsion space 
systems for General Elec¬ 
tric/ Westinghouse/ Gener¬ 
al Motors and TRW. 

Since 1970/ Friedman 
has combined full time 
research of UFOs, indust¬ 
rial consulting and other 
research activities/ many 
dealing with the US gov¬ 
ernment's cover up of 
data. He has lectured at 
more than 600 colleges and 
for dozens of professional 
groups. Friedman was ex¬ 
tensively involved in the 
prize-winning docunnntary 
"UFOs Are Real/" and was 
featured in several episo¬ 
des of NBC's "Uhsolved My¬ 
steries." Friedman is 
currently working with 
John Carpenter in resear¬ 
ching the crash and re¬ 
trieval of a saucer near 
Roswell/ New Mexico 
(1947). Friedman has es¬ 
tablished a number to ei¬ 
ther report or receive UFO 
information: 1-900-872- 
8367.

if they had wanted to. 

Probably one of the 
most startling revelations 
is that when the bodies 
were recovered, they were 
placed in plastic trash 
bags and placed into a 
trash truck for transport. 
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The driver of the truck 
kept wondering what would 
happoi and what the news 
would say if his vehicle 
were in an accident and 
the bodies spilled out. 
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The last program was an 
episode of the new "Ron 
Reagan Show" featuring 
ufologist and nuclear phy¬ 
sicist Stanton T. Fried- 
nan/ astronaner and ufo 
researcher Jaques Vallee, 
former United States Ast¬ 
ronaut Buss Aldrin/ renown 
ufo debunker Phil Klass 
and the publisher of UFO 
Journal/ Bill Ptexwell. 

The only thing of real 
interest that happened was 
that Friedman did bring up 
former President Reagan's 
reported ccrrments about 
his sighting of a UFO and 
Reagan's cements through 
the news media and at cer¬ 
tain addresses about how 
the United States and Sov¬ 
iet Union would suddenly 
forget their differences 
and join forces if threat¬ 
ened by extraterrestrial 
alien attack. Ron Reagan 
assured everyone that his 
father never said he'd 
seen a ufo because young 
Ronny would have been one 
of the first to be told. 

After the meeting / most 
of those gathered adjour¬ 
ned to Pio's Restaurant. 
While there/ we were asked 
by sane of the workers to 
share any pictures of 
ufo's we had with them. 
Bruce Widaman supplied 
them with a couple of mag¬ 
azines and J.L. Palermo 
supplied a copy of the 
last two Enigmas.

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"NEW ANGLE CN ANGELS"

ST. LOUIS/ M3. Eight mon- 
bers of the Parapsychology 
Ccmittee met Septonber 18 
to begin their discussion 
of "Angels." First/ how¬ 
ever/ the 15 minute seg¬ 


ment of "Unsolved Myster¬ 
ies"/ which dealt with the 
first of two Redelsham 
Forest sightings was re¬ 
played . Ex-mi 1 i tary men 
told a credible story of 
multiple witness observa¬ 
tions of Unidentified Fly¬ 
ing Objects which had both 
human and radar confirma¬ 
tion/ which left landing 
pod impressions and broke 
off tree limbs up to 40 
feet high/ which interfer¬ 
ed with radio transnis- 
sion, made portable flood 
lights inoperable and in¬ 
activated military vehi¬ 
cle's engines. 

Oarmander of two U.S. 
Air Force bases in England 
on each side of Rendelsham 
Forest/ Colonel Halt per¬ 
sonally investigated the 
phenomenon and had the da¬ 
ta handy to refute the 
ever-present debunker. 
(The only mention of the 
second sighting of a 
downed UFO—which UFO 
researcher Jenny Randles/ 
claims involved military 
men fran Woodbridge Base 
giving UFQnauts metallic 
parts—was that the Air 
Force declined to answer 
anything officially about 
either event.) 

P&rgaret Myers reported 
ai two seminars on Angels 
which were led by Karen 
Maresca, formerly of St. 
Louis but now residing in 
New York City. Karen is 
the Director of The Mini¬ 
stry of Angels/ Director 
of Education for the Ed¬ 
ward Bach Healing Society, 
has studied Transcendental 
Meditation, Rosicrucians 
AMDRC, Unity, and is cer¬ 
tified as a Siddha Medita¬ 
tion and Yoga teacher. 
This, then, is a New Age 
interpretation of angelic 
personalities and powers 
rather than a Bible expo¬ 
sition. 

Myers noted that angels 
have a sense of humor. 


Why do angels fly? Be¬ 
cause they take themselves 
so "lightly." 

The American Heritage 
Dictionary defines an an¬ 
gel as "an iirmortal, spir¬ 
itual being, attendant of 
God" and lists nine orders 
of spiritual beings. Stat¬ 
ing at the highest rank, 
angel echelons are listed: 
Seraphim, Cherubim, Thro¬ 
nes, Dominations (someti¬ 
mes referred to as Domin¬ 
ions), Virtues, Powers, 
Principalities, Archangels 
and Angles (Hosts because 
they are so numerous). 

Angels and Archangels 
have been created to serve 
us humans. Angels are 
"spiritual beings, not 
spirit guides." Spirit 
guides are defined as the 
souls-in-transit of humans 
who have died but cling to 
a mortal plane giving ad¬ 
vice to the living. Each 
person is assigned one 
Guardian Angel who happily 
serves. According to 
those who believe in rein¬ 
carnation, the Guardian 
Angel is to guide the ass¬ 
igned soul through past, 
present and future incar¬ 
nations. Angels are to be 
second only to Christ in 
our lives, according to 
Karen Maresca, and are to 
be included in every as¬ 
pect of our lives. They 
are happiest when we call 
on them often in prayer. 

Chamuel, St. Louis' 
Angel, focuses on "Love." 
His color is pink and his 
perfume is the scent of 
rose. He claims to have 
been the angel who comfor¬ 
ted Jesus in the Garden of 
Gestsonane before His ar¬ 
rest, trial and crucifi¬ 
xion. (One Archangel is 
assigned to keep the Aka- 
shic records of all human 
thoughts, words and ac¬ 
tions.) Angels love all 
purity and beauty includ¬ 
ing music. (Mfyers deter¬ 


mined that her angel had 
an affinity for Pacha- 
bell's Canon in D Minor 
and bought the record.) 

Using a technique call¬ 
ed "Angeloging" (The sub¬ 
ject poses a question in 
writing to a specific an¬ 
gel and—according to 
Myers—differ in style, 
vocabulary and syntax from 
the subject's usual form 
of connunication.), Mfyers 
attempted ccmunication. 
She asked Chamuel, "In the 
name of Christ, what do I 
need to know ?" 

The response was enig¬ 
matic. "Everything and 
nothing. Your nothing¬ 
ness, your perception of 
nothing is MY world. It 
is a vibrant, pulsing 
realm, busy, occupied by 
throngs and waiting in 
many instances to be call¬ 
ed to serve you. What YOU 
might consider everything 
in YOUR perception, is NO¬ 
THING in OUR perception. 
Accept. We are hear to 
serve you, to help you, 
but you must ask, for we 
cannot volunteer." 

Mfyers asked, "What is 
required of us and can you 
give me a special prayer?" 

The response came, 
"Naught... (Not a word I'm 
aware of Myers using) nau¬ 
ght is required but much 
is desired. To praise 
Christ in song, to love 
Him through words of bea¬ 
uty with tenderness and 
caring is all that is de¬ 
sired. Reach, for more 
is within your reach than 
you know." 

"A prayer for you: 
Christ, Light of my life. 
Light in my darkness. Li¬ 
ght of my desire, I offer 
you all that I am, all 
that I have been and all 
that I will be. Reach out 
your hand and lift me to 
your shoulders. Let me 
bathe in the aura of your 
perfection. Grant me the 













wisdan lo cherish all vir¬ 
tues that will let my vi¬ 
bratory levels merge with 
your eternal oneness. 
Amen." 

Larry Schultz will pre¬ 
sent a half hour video 
concerning angels and "The 
House or Loretto"/ 7:30 FM 
October 16 at the Schroe- 
der's heme/ 4991 Miami St. 
Fhone 352-3058 for direc¬ 
tions. 
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One thing I've done 
throughout my investiga¬ 
tion is take a/lot of pho¬ 
tographs. Some of these 
are fran large 4x5 and 
8x10 inch negatives. I 
use the big cameras in my 
business of molding and 
casting stone age artifa¬ 
cts for museums/ universi¬ 
ties / etc. These high de¬ 
tail photographs were 
shown to a helicopter pi¬ 
lot and a technician who 
works with harrier jets. 
Both said there was no way 
these craft could possibly 
have formed these circular 
areas of depressed grass. 
In fact/ the person work¬ 
ing with the harrier jets 
said they could not hover 
very low over this type of 
terrain for fear of damage 
to the engine by foreign 
material sucked up through 
them. 

Sane people have said 
the circles were formed by 
deer. It's true you find 
"deer beds" in wheat and 
other crops but not in 
standing water you find in 
this marsh. It would be 
difficult to believe deer 
would bed down in water. 
But again, there was no 
trail leading in or out 
and no animal tracks. 

Mien I first saw the 
circles on the 16th of 
June/ the plants lying 
down and the ones in the 
center were a very dark 
green.. Since then, the 


plants lying down and the 
ones in the center have 
very slowly turned a ligh¬ 
ter yellow until now, nine 
weeks later/ all the lea¬ 
ves are dead and the seem¬ 
ingly unaffected plants in 
the center have laid com¬ 
pletely flat. New growth 
has appeared here and 
there and sane of the 
short two foot tall plants 
have bloaned. It will be 
interesting to see how 
thick the growth is next 
year. 

After spending quite a 
lot of time over a two 
month period/ on the 
phone/ driving around tal¬ 
king to different people, 
writing letters, sending 
plant samples to different 
botanists, taking many 
pictures and traveling to 
the film processors for 
developing and taking var¬ 
ious people to visit the 
sight, I found one thing. 
Niether professional or 
non-professional people I 
conmunicated with during 
the investigation had any 
explanation they would 
swear to as being respons¬ 
ible for the patterns in 
the plants would be for¬ 
med. 

One scientist who came 
to the site said the pat¬ 
tern in the plants could 
be duplicated in only one 
way that he could think 
of. He said it would take 
a sudden burst of energy 
or explosion fran above 
that would force energy 
downward. The effect 
would be like a tiny Hir¬ 
oshima or Tunguska blast 
where the explosions occu- 
red in the air knocking 
down trees and buildings 
radially away fran the 
center but with sane trees 
and a building left stand¬ 
ing in the center. 

When I began talking to 
the neighbors, I didn't 
expect to find much new 


information but this view¬ 
point quickly changed. 

John and Cathy live ap¬ 
proximately 750 yards to 
the North of the site. 
Their house borders on the 
same wheat field next to 
the marsh. They saw three 
perfect circles in th one 
and a half foot tall wheat 
in April of this year. 

One was close to the house 
and the other two were 50 
or 90 yards out. They 
were perhaps nine to 15 
feet in diameter and were 
the same as the circles in 
the marsh. No one walked 
over them for measurements 
and no pictures were ta¬ 
ken. They said "...they 
looked so perfect we clim¬ 
bed on top of the garage 
to get a good look. They 
slowly grew up until the 
circles could only slight¬ 
ly be seen when they were 
harvested". These 3 cir¬ 
cles in April would bring 
the total number to seven 
and within an approximate¬ 
ly 720 yard area. They 
evidently appeared over a 
two month period with the 
ones in the wheat appear¬ 
ing first. 

It's interesting that 
most plants in "crop cir¬ 
cles" do not die but con¬ 
tinue to grow as the 3 ex¬ 
amples in the wheat. I 
have not been able to find 
any scientific explanation 
why the aquatic plants 
would not die and not the 
other plants. It was odd 
to see the disturbed 
plants in the centers die 
extremely slower over two 
months even though at 
least one of them was al¬ 
ways in two inches of wa¬ 
ter. Most of the botan¬ 
ists I spoke with could 
not even speculate why an 
aquatic plant would die 
fran this phenanenon and 
not other non-aquatic 
plants such as wheat. A 
botanist at the University 


of Louisiana stated that 
an aquatic plants such as 
Sweet Flag would not have 
the same plant structure 
as wheat, inferring that 
the aquatic plant with 
more water in its cell 
structure would be struc¬ 
turally weaker. Many re¬ 
ports on physical traces 
left behind by UPOs have 
listed dehydration as one 
effect on surrounding soil 
and plants. There are ca¬ 
ses where the soil was so 
dehydrated that it would 
no longer-mix with water 
and seemed more like sty¬ 
rofoam than soil. Al¬ 
though dehydration wasn't 
obvious in these circles, 
except for the curious 
rippled leaves, a minor 
removal of water fran wi¬ 
thin the cells from sarw 
unknown energy may have 
begun the process fran wh¬ 
ich the plants would not 
recover. But this line of 
reasoning is pure specula¬ 
tion.
